The agony is over, the straightout demo- 
crats of South Carolina have met and ad- 
journed without nominating a state ticket 
against the regular democratic nominees, 
Up to 3:30 this, Wednesday, morning, nom- 
jnations were considered cqck sure. The 
story below gives the facts chronologicadly, 
The die is about to be cast in South Caro- 


jina politics, and at this writing, just after |, 


midnight, there is every indication that the 
opposition to the administration will take 
shape in the form of an independent demo- 
cratic state ticket to be voted for in the 
general November election against the Till- 
man democratic ticket. 

The straightout convention scheduled for 
tonight has not yet met, but the delegates 
have been in caucus for the last six huurs 
trying to agree on concerted action before 
tyrowing open the doors. For this reason 
the exact proceedings cannot be ascer- 
tained, but enough has been obtained to 
know that nominations will probably be 
made when the convention meets. 

A resolution was adopted prohibiting the 
admission of any persons except regularly 
accredited delegates. In front of the doors 
to the hall of the house of representatives, 
where the caucus is being held, there has 
been a miscellaneous assemblage through- 
out the night, and the most intense interest 
is manifested as to what is going on with- 
in, both by Tillmanites and antis. The 
chairman of the caucus is ex-Governor 
Johnson Hagood, of Barnwell, about 
whom there is a good deal of talk in con- 
nection with the nomination for governor. 
It is etated by a delegate that nominations 
will positively be made and that the nom- 
ination men have a clear majority. 

Every Delegate Talks.

For the last four hours there have been 
ten-minute talks by delegates from all the 
counties and a vote will shortly be taken 
on the question of nominations. kt is 
thought that the convention will assemble 
about 2 o’clock this (Wednesday) morning. 

The state democratic executive commit- 
tee, of which United States Senator Irby is 
chairman, met tonight and took a recess 
until tomorrow to await the action of the 
convention. In case nominations are made 
the committee will issue an address de- 
claring the suppogters of the movement in- 
dependents, and calling on the people to 
vote the regular democratic ticket. This 
committee will also appoint a campaign 
committee, with Irby as chairman, to take 
charge of the affairs of the machine de- 
mocracy. 

f the fight is made, the constitutional 
convention will be the chief issué of the 
campaign. This is a Tillmanite proposi- 
tion to be voted on in the coming election. 
If it carries the convention will be held and 
a new constitution adopted, which will, 
under the provisions of a recent act of the 
legislature, became the organic law of the 
State without being submitted to the people 
for ratification or rejection. The anti-Till- 
manites will take the ground that this con- 
vention is likely to adopt a property and 
educational qualification for suffrage, and 
that consequently the poorer classes will be 
disfranchised. 

A Test. Vote. 

On a call of the counties as to the success 
of a state ticket, eighteen county delega- 
tions stated that they could not carry their 
counties; thirteen said that they could and 
four were doubtful. It was agreed that 
four hours should be devoted to speech- 
making, and at 2 o’clock this morning, 4 
vote was taken on the following resolution, 
offered by the Spartanburg delegation:

ANDREW J. LAIRD ARRESTED. 


He Was Assistant Postmaster at La- 
Grange and Skipped, Being Short. 

Chicago, September 5,—(Special.)—Andrew 
J. Laird, formerly a postoffice inspector, 
was arrested at Los Angeles, Cal., today, 
on the charge of forging a large number 
of postal orders, amounting to about $3,000. 
His manipulation of blank orders extended 
over a number of years, and the postoffice 
authorities are congratulating themselves 
on having at last captured one of the clev- 
erest swindlers that ever baffled the in- 
spectors. 

Chief Postoffice Inspector J. E. Stuart, of 
Chicago, arrested the forger, with the aid 
of a photograph, which was identified at 
Laird’s old home in Georgia ‘ 

Laird’s career as a forger began last 
spring. He was appointed a postoffice in- 
spector under the first administration of 
President Cleveland, and was assigned to 
duty in*Georgia. He was subsequently re- 
moved, but shortly after the present term 
of President Cleveland began his daughter 
was appointed postmistress at LaGrange, 
Ga., and Laird became her assistant. About 
@® year ago, there being.evidence that the 
LaGrange postoffice was not being prop- 
erly conducted, an investigation was begun. 

Inspector Baird's investigation had barely 
been begun when Laird, the assistant, left 
LaGrange suddenly, taking with him all 
the blank money orders and advices which 
were in the office. The ex-inspector was 
not seen again for several months, but he 


. was heard from through the blank money 


orders which he had taken. 
Within a few weeks after his ‘departure 
from LaGrange forged money orders turned 


up at different places in the south, and 


from them the forger was believed to be 
Laird. Four of these orders for $100 each 
were cashed at the Chicago postoffice and 
others were presented and cashed at a 
eer of offices between Georgia and Minne- ‘ 
sota.

ONE YEAR'S DRINKS 
Our Ration swilled 88,777,187 Gallons 
of Spirits in Twelve Months 


The Annual Bill Was More Than 
the Government’s Expenses. 


SOME PEOPLE HAD LOTS OF BEER 


The Internal Revenue Receipts This Year 
Wil! Go Almost to 8100,000,000. 
The Peopie’s Money Squandered. 


Washington, September 25.—(Special.)— 
Americans are accounted a fairly sober 
people in the hurlyburly of nations, but 
the figures of the internal revenue commis- 
sioner for the past year are enough to make 
a temperance crank stagger without a 
drop of whisky or beer. The preacher, who 
peruses them, will hie him to fhe pulpit 
and tell his congregation what a nation of 
drunkards we are, stupefied with drink 
half the year and drugged with tobacco 


} the other half. That each year we squan- 


der upon these inventions of Belzebub 
three times as much money as is required 
to keep this great government in opera- 
tion and more than is represented by the 
circulating medium of the United States. 
And when the preacher goes to throwing 
moral bombs he can load them with inter- 
esting, if not astounding facts, if he so 
chooses. 

We distilled last year 87,346,884 gallons of 
liquor not including 1,430,363 gallons of 
brandy, making in all 88,777,187 gallons of 
alcholic spirits. Expert bartenders esti- 
mate 63 drinks to the gallon. Therefore 
there were 6,604,062,891 drinks produced in 
this country. 

A conservative estimate of how much 
was imbibed across counters is about 37,- 
000,000 gallons of whisky, brandy and other 
distilled spirits, or in other words we drank 
6,090,000,000 glasses of whisky for which we 
paid over the bar $609,000,000 or $5,000,000 
more than all the annual appropriations o 
congress combined. 

This represents a consumption of 100 
glasses of whisky each year for every man, 
woman and child between the rock-bound 
Pacific and the storm-tossed Aflantic, or 
counting only the male adults 500 glasses 
per week each. 

Of beer the figures are equally astounding. 
The consumption was 31,962,948 barrels: 
that is 12,785,169,200 glasses; representing an 
expenditure for this mode of teutonic hi- 
larity of $617,258,460, or about 10 cents for 
each inhabitant. In the neighborhood of 
220 glasses are charged up in this calcula- 
tion against each of us ag our annual allow- 
ance, therefore if we do not average our 
daily glass we may be sure that our neigh- 
bors are getting the benefit of our absti- 
nence. 

By estimating this year’s internal revenue 
receipts from spirits on the basis of last 
year’s product with the increased tax of 
$1.10 per gallon, ‘the internal revenue r 
ceipts will be $97,674,905. ' 

There is some question as to the duty on 
artificial teeth under the new tariff bill. 
Both in the new law and in the McKinley 
bill teeth ar@ mentioned only once. In both 
natural teeth or manufactured teeth are 
placed on the free list. Artificial teeth are 
not named in either act. It has now be- 
come somewinat of a fad for dentists to use 
artificially made teeth instead of natural 
teeth. As there is no duty required on ar- 
tificial teeth it would first appear that they 
would be allowed to come in free, thereby 
making plates considerably iower. The 
treasury department has taken a flank 
movement on artificial teeth, however, and 
it has been decided that the same duty 
shall be paid on artificial teeth as on other 
manufacturers containing similar materials. 
For instance, if made of porcelain then 
teeth are dutiable at the same rates 
as cups, saucers and plates made of that 
material. If of ivory the duty is the same 
as that imposed on ivory billiard balls. 
This will possibly be corrected at the next 
session, teeth being put on the free list 
thereby putting good, solid molars within 
the react of everybody,

Property Owners in Savannah Are 
Protecting Themselves. 
Savannah, Ga., September 25.—(Special.)—

The 
City of Augusta, due to sail today for 
New York, is still in port and will wait 
until the blow is over. Two schooners in 
Tybee roads, are waiting for fair weather 
to come to *he city. There is little change 
in the situation tonight and while the 
wind keeps up at a lively rate it is not 
helieved that the worst part of the storm 
will strike here. 


STORM AT ST. AUGUSTINE. 


Great ‘Waves Breaking Over the Sea 
Wall. 

St. Augustine, Fla., September 25, 9:22 p. 
m.—Trains south of here are all stopped by 
a storm, which is increasing in velocity. 
The sea is a mass of seething breakers and 
the great waves are rushing over the sea- 
wall, All crafts have been taken fo Sebas- 
tian river. Anastasia island is submerged. 
The storm tug Greenwood, from Eastport, 
Me., is anchored in the harbor. A driving 
rain is coming in gusts, All wires south are 


down. 
Sixty Miles an Hour. 

Jacksonville, Fla., September 25.—A ter- 
rific gale is raging along the east and west 
coasts' of Florida, and also at interior 
points. Reports are meager, as the wires 
south of Jacksonville are either down of 
are working badly. The report of injury to 
shipping at Key West cannot be verified, 
as the wires to that place are down. A 
message reached here from Titusville and 
Jupiter late this afternoon saying that the 
wind was blowing sixty miles an hour at 
those places. Soon after the wires to those 
places were reported down. Trains from 
the south are all delayed, and it will be to- 
morrow before anything definite can be 
learned as to the effects of,;the gale. It is 
not thought, however, that any loss of life 
has resulted. 

The storm seems to be more violent in the 
Indian river country than elsewhere, and, 
owing to its slow movement, it is thought 
that the orange crop will be badly dam- 
aged. Orange men are afraid that the re- 
sults to the crop will be more disastrous 
than were those of the great storm of Oc- 
tober, 18983. 

The gale at Jacksonville is pretty stiff, 
but is doing no damage.

| The question of issuing bonds to the ex-~ |, 


tent of $150,000 for the purpose of building 
a new jail is exciting lively interest in 
Fulton county. 

The question will be submitted to the peo- 
ple rt the election on October 34, and from 
now on “for bonds’ and “against bonds” 
will be an issue to engage the serious con- 
sideration of the public-spirited citizen. 

That a new jail is needed seems to be 
the universal conclusion. The one now in 
use by the county is totally inadequate in 


almost every conceivable requirement. In 
addition to this, it is unsate, and from a 
sanitary point of view a veritable pest- 
house. 

One grand jury after another has made 
it the object of condemnation. Its deficien- 
cies are such that they cannot be eyen tem- 
porarily remedied by repairs and improve- 
ments. 

That the bonds will go through like a flash 
at the next election there seems to be little 


doubt. 

At the last election the proposition to 
build a new jail wet before the people in 
omnibus shape, involving large.amounts to 
be expended on various objects. _ 

This time the county will be asked to 
float bonds for nothing but a jail, and the 
sum asked for is just as small as the re- 


quirements permit. 
Mr. Hunnicutt for It. 

“We are building for the future as well 
as the present,” said County Commissioner 
Hunnicutt yesterday. 

“We ought to build a jail that will be 
large enough to accommodate our prisoners 


fifty years hence. It should be modeled af- 
ter the best in the country and combine 
every facility and improvement that 4 
county of Fulton’s dignity, wealth and 
standing is entitled to. 

“Every dollar that the bonds sell for 
should be put into the building. 1 have 
an idea of the kind of jail we wught to 
have, and if the bond issue is supported I 
shall let myself be heard on the subject. 
I think, however, that the walls of the 
jail should enclose a hollow square in which 
to give prisoners fresh air recreation. Re- 
Higious services could also be held in this 
enclosure. 

“Many of the jails in the north have 
chapels for religious services, but I think 
my plan would serve this purpose just as 
well, besides benefiting the health of the 
prisoners. 

“It is unfortunate that communities have 
a criminal element, but these people are en- 
titled to humane treatment at our hands, 
We have no right to inflict punishment on 
a citizen before the courts of his country 
establish his guilt. 

“The mission of the jail is to confine a 
person until his right to liberty is passed 
upon and it is our duty as good citizens 
to render his incarceration as comfortable 
and pleasant as possible. It is a shame to 
put people in such a dungeon .as the one 
that now disgraces our county: The health 
and well being of our prisoners is a public 
responsibility. 

“Our prisons should combine every influ, 
ence that tends to bettering the inmates, 
‘To huddle children with hardened criminals 
between the badly ventilated walls of a 
dungeon is to perpetuate moral depravity 
and sow the seeds of disease. 

“No, I am in favor of building the new 
jail on the site of the old one. That ground 
was bought for the purpose and I don’t 
think we would be allowed to get another 
loction, if we desired. There is ample room 
for a building as large as the money at our 
disposal will permit us to construct and I 
don’t think we could do any better by 
building elsewhere. 

“Every citizen in the county should re- 
gard it as a duty That he owes to humanity 
to vote for the bonds. We will never feel 
the expense. I think I appreciate the value 
of economy in public expenditures as keen- 
ly as any tax payer, but v‘hen it comes to 
permanent ifmprovements, I think we ought 
to have the very best our resources will al- 
low. This is, after all, the cardinal princi- 
ple of economy. 

“Every candidate who seeks the votes of 
his fellow citizens at the coming election,” 
said Mr. Hunnicatt, “should have ‘ror 
Bonds,’ printed on his ticket. Many people 
will vote who have no preferences concern- 
ing ‘the issue of bonds, and if the sugges- 
tion is acted on we will get the benefit of 
all such ballots.’’ 

Captain Barnes Talks About It. 

“T want you to say,” said Sheriff. Barnes, 
“that the federal government has nothing 
to do with our jail. 

‘If there was not a United States prisoner 
confined there the facilities of the jail would 
be just as inadequate. The part of the jail 
in which they are confined was built by the 
sheriff under the direction of a United 
States government officer, and though ad- 
joining is virtually a separate institution. 

“Taking care of the government prisoners 
does not add one dollar to the taxes of the 
county and so far as property ownership 
is concerned is in no way connected. 

“Our present jail has only twenty-three 
cells, the average size of which is 8x12, and 
in this small inclosure we have confined 
100 state prisoners. Of course the races are 
separated as near as possible and the sexes 
are kept apart, but there is necessarily a 
mixture of prisoners that develops evil 
results. And then we have absolutely no 
accommodations worthy of consideration for 
insane persons, and every month five or six 
of these unfortunafes are sent to the jail. 

“The sanitary condition of the jail and 


ventilation are so bad that it is a wonder : 


we don’t have an epidemic every summer. 

“Yes, sir, we need a jail with at least 100 
cells and an annex or separate department 
for insane people.” 

‘“There are some good people in the coun- 
try,”’ said Sheriff Barnes, “who are opposed 
to a bond issue because they think the 
present jail good enough. Now, if these peo- 
ple will just come down and examine the 
ail I think they will change their minds.

That fail- 
ore led to charges and counter charges be- 
rween the cashier, Mr. J. O. Hardwick, 
and other members of the Hardwick fam- 
wy, on the one hand, and directors and 
jockholders on the other. It has led to a 
genuine feud—not one of the bloody, kill; 
ing kind; no vendetta has been declared, 
put fists and dull knives and brass knucks 
have been resorted to. Fortunately these 
weapons have proven harmless. No blood | 
has been spilled, nor has any serious dam- 
age been done. It has simply degenerated 
into a newspaper vendetta, supplemented 
py court proceedings and chin music upon 
the street corners. 

“ow the case is in the courts. True bills 
nave heen found by the grand jury charg- 
ing Mr. J. O. Hardwick, the cashier of the 
gefunct institution, with forgery and other 
crimes, and he is at present undergoing 
trial. Some of the stockholders and direc-

vigorously. Among them is Mr. Armstead 
Richardson, the solicitor general; Mr. Ivey 
F. Thompson, who was‘formerly vice presi- 
dent and counsel for the bank, and Mr. W. 

These three law- 
yers are conducting the prosecution. 

On the other hand Mr. Hardwick has an 
array of counsel defending him consisting 
of Shumate & McCutchen, of Dalton; 
Blance & Fielder, of Cedartown, and Judge 
Joel Branham, of Rome. 

The Bank Organised. 


It seems that in 1889, when the boom 
struck Cedartown, Hardwick & Co. were 
conducting a private banking business. It 
was proposed by prominent citizens that a 
national bank would be a. big thing for 
the town. The Hardwicks and some of 
the leading moneyed men of Cedartown 
therefore organized a national bank, 
four members of the Hardwick fam- 
ily taking 340 of the 500 shares. 
The Hardwicks put in their banking 
house, business, etc., im payment 
for their stock. In other words, more cap- 
ital was added to their bank and it was 
made a national bank, with the requisite 
number of directors selected from all the 
stockholders. It seems that many notes 
held by the Hardwicks were turned into 
the new bank as cash assets, and these 
notes went in payment of their stock. 

The bank seems to have been managed 
in an extremely loose and careless man- 
ner. The directors seem to have left every- 
thing to Mr. Hardwick, and they certified 
to the quarterly reports without exam- 
ination. Their interest in its management 
was desultory. They simply assumed 
that affairs were in good shape and the 
business went on. But the bank had made 
worthless paper. 

The Cedartown boom commenced to sag. 
Business houses and corporations failed. 
Then inquiries into the condition of the 
bank commenced to be made. The an- 
swers were not satisfactory. There was 
a run on the bank in July, 1893, and it 
closed its doors. Then the directors looked 
into its affairs more carefully and it was 
found that the bank could not pay its de- 


positors. All of them have not been paid 
yet. But ‘they will get their money in 
full. The indications are, however, that 


the stockholders w get nothing. 
Immediately upon the failure of the na- 
tional bank the Messrs. Hardwick again 


started a private banking institution @ext 


door, which is still in operation. 
The Examiner's Report. 

J. P. Speir, a bank examiner, was sent 
here to investigate the affairs of the na- 
tional bank. He found and reported that it 
had been conducted in the loosest possible 
manner. To him some of.the stockholders 
declared that Hardwick & Co. had put into 
the bank as assets a lot of worthless notes 
their bank had held. Hardwick, on the 
other hand, claimed that the directors ac- 
cepted them. Some of the directors claimed 
that they thought the Hardwicks had paid 
for their stock. in the bank in money; that 
is for all stock issued to them except for 
the agreed amount for the banking house, 
fixtures and lot. 

Mr. Armstead Richardson, a stockholder, 
made affidavit to Mr. Speir that when he 
bought stock he understood the Hardwicks 
had paid for their stock in money, except 
‘hat paid for with the banking house, fix-. 
tures-and lot. 

in his report Mr. Speir says: 

“There was no itemized schedule or in- 
ventory of the assets and there is noth- 
ing at my command to show that they had 
been adjusted to actual values, and it is 
dificult to tell precisely the net work of 
either the old.or the new bank upon ‘the 
day of opening. Suffice it to say that the 
new bank was weak in cash resources and 
investments and burdened with excessive 
loans, robbed of revenue from its inception. 


Had the directors been alive to their respon- 
sibilities much of the present complexities 
Would have been obviated.” - 


Speaking of the. bank’s books, he reports: 
“it is scarely necessary to mention these 
how, as this was a part of the duty of the 
hational bank examiners to make such sug- 
gestions as necessary te accommodate the 
Cemands of the bank.” 
Bad Bookkeeping. 

Then Mr. Speir goes on and gives details 
of the affairs showing bad bookkeeping, 
bad management and a general mixed and 
mucdled condition of affairs. 

After this some of the directors and stock- 
holders made all sorts of charges against 
the cashier, Mr, J. O, Hardwick, Mr. Hard- 
Wick acknowledged that he had made un- 
lortunate loans, but claimed that the other 
oficers and directors were equally responsi- 
ble. These charges, and counter charges ar- 
Tayed the factions against one another. 

Mr. Richardson, Mr. Thompson, Dr. Chap- 
man and others pushed criminal proceedings 
against Mr. Hardwick. These and street

On the other hand quite an element in 
town, many of whom are its most prominent 
men, express tne opinion that Mr. Hard- 
wick will be found guilty on some of the 
counts.

The courtroom is crowded 
at all times, the people are intensely inter- 
ested and talk of nothing else.

The Forgery Case Postponed. 

By agreement among counsel, the hearing

NOTIFICATION FROM BRAZIL 


Of the Abrogation of the Reciprocity 
Arrangement with the United States. 


Washington,September 25—The department 
of state thas received formal notification 
from Mr. Mendonca, the Brazilian minis- 
ter, of the abrogation of the reciprocity 
‘arrangement existing between the United 
States and his own country, to take effect 
January ist. The recent tariff law abro- 
gates all the reciprocity treaties without 
any ‘notices, but the government of Brazil 
has seen fit to give the full three months’ 
notice, and, therefore, although Brazilian 
sugar, coffee, molasses and hides have not 
been admitted free to this country since 
the recent tariff bill became a law, all the 
advantages on manufactured iron goods, 
railroad supplies and agricultural products 
eritering Brazil from the United States wf 
continue in force until the end of the pres- 
ent year. It is claimed that while the Bra- 
zilian reciprocity has been advantageous to 
Brazilian sugar producers, its abrogation 
will not work any material harm to Ameri- 
can interests in Brazil, as the free wool of 
the new tariff will create considerable trade 
between the two countries and the slight in- 
crease of duty against those articles which 
were affected by the expiring arrangement 
will not materially diminish their export 
from the United States. 


FIRE AT COVINGTON.

The First Time Colonel Lon Was Ever 
Broken Up. 

Covington, Ga., September 25.—(Special.)— 
A democratic mass meeting was called at 
the courthouse last night. Between 400 and 
500 people assembled. Among them were 
many colored voters. 

Hon. L. F. Livingston was addressing 
the crowd when an alarm of fire was 
raised, which disturbed the meeting, and 
it was postponed until next Friday night. 

The fire originated in Mr. W. T. Sock- 
well’s machine shop, which was destroyed. 
A small dwelling near the shop was also 
burned. The loss is $3,000. There was no 
insurance.

CAPTAIN TYSON REPLIES. 


He Has Something More to Say About 
Judge Hines. 

Sandersville, Ga., September 25.—(Special.) 
Captain C. M. Tyson, administrator for the 
Lawson estate, has written a fetter to The 
Sandersville Progress, replying at some 
length to Judge Hines’s letter concerning 
the management of that estate. He de- 
clares that Judge Hines’s letter attempts 
to distort facts and is untrue in reference 
to the material points of this matter. He 
takes up the judge’s letter paragraph by 
paragraph and answers the explanations 
which are given there. He reiterates his 
Statement that Judge Hines did seek Mrs. 
Lawson without being asked to do 80, 
and says that Mrs. Lawson’s daughter was 
present and affirms his statement. One of 
the principal points is about a loan of $2,000 
about which Mr. Tyson says: ‘The loan for 
about $2,000, I am under the impression was 
made to an Atlanta party. The word proper- 
ty was an error. The loan was to be secured 
by deed to 900 acres of land. I have a 
note signed Ella E. Salter, but nothing 
more. I have written to Mrs. Salter. but 
cannot get any reply. About $225 interest has 
accumulated, and remains due and unpaid. 
Judge Hines has repeatedly promised to fix 
up this matter. Until his reply I was not 
aware he held titles to these 900 acres to se- 
cure an indebtedness to-himself. This reply 
of his is calculated to confirm me in my 
opinion, and rather than a bona fide loan, 
it was an effort to transfer to Mrs. Lawson 
one of his debtors, and pay himself to the 
extent of the claimed loan. Surely, if this 
was a loan as per his letter, I am entitled 
to the deed of $6,000 worth of property se- 
curing it. At all events I would like to know 
where the 900 acres of land is located, and 
in what county is the deed :evorded.”’ 

Mr. Tyson concludes his letter as follows: 

“8. Judge Hines has been continually ex- 
plaining, but they have failed to secure the 
money to the parties entitled. When he 
has paid the amounts above stated he may 
claim having accounted, but not before. 

“9. It is true Judge Hines has offered te 
furnish me with copies of his letters and 
telegrams to me, But he fails to state that 
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Mr. Tyson accompanies his letter with a 
letter from Judge Hines to Mrs. Addie 8. 
Lawson, in which Judge Hines gives a state- 
ment of the disbursements of the Lawson 
money and which Mr. Tyson claims bears 
out fully what he has said, 

A Card from Judge Hines. 

Judge Hines has sent to The Constitu- 
tion office a card, in which he encloses 
correspondence between Mr. Bonner, of Put- 
nam county, and Major Newnan, the ordi- 
nary of Washington county, concerning the 
management of this same estate, Mr. Bonner 
asks Ordinary Newman for information 
concerning the affair. In his letter Judge 
Newman cites the facts concerning the es- 
tate, the amount of money that was left 
etc., and says: ‘“Jundge Hines, having been 
an intimate friend of the family, was no 
doubt called on by Mrs. Lawson for advice 
and assistance in.the Management of the 
funds in her hands. I am unable to say 
what the actual transaction was between 
them.”’ He then cites the statement filed 
by Captain Tyson, a8 administrator and 
guardian, and says: “Mr. vyson was rather 
hasty in claiming a complete settlement 
from Judge Hines for complicated transac- 
tions had during Mrs. Lawson's life time, 
by charging him with mismanagement, be- 
cause he did not make a complete settlement 
between March and July. Whatever bal- 
ance may be in the hands of Judge Hines, 
I am confident he will properly account for, 
as he is and always has been, a high-toned 
Christian gentleman in the fullest accepta- 
tion of the term, and whose friends I am 
one. I will add that 1 differ from Judge 
Hines in politics, but deemed it due to him 
and his estimable family to acquaint you 
with the details of this matter and to some 
extent refute the uncalled for charge «@ 
mismanagement, or, aS you term it in your 
letter, ‘swindle,’ ”’

THE JURY VIEWS THE YOUNG MAN 


He Appears Before Them in His Cool 
Mauner, and Loses None of His 
Nerve-—The Verdict. 


The blood of Forrest Crowley rests upon 
Will Myers alone, the coroner’s jury says- 

Brown Allen was not even considered. 

After days ot patient examination and 
thorough inquiry the verdict of the coro- 
ner’s jury was deciced upon. The verdict 
says: 

“We, the jury impaneled and sworn to 
inquire in® the cause of the death of For- 
rest L. Crowley, found dead in Westwood 
park on Wednesday, September 19, 1894, tind 
from the evidence of witnesses that the said 
Forrest L. Crowley.came to his death from 
wounds inflicted on his person by William 
J. Myers, said wounds consisting of bruises 


on the ieTi temple, a brutse on the left of 


the forehead, and a pistol shot wourd in 
chat the same is murder. We further find 
that the asme is murder. We further tind 
the back of the neck, and we further find 
der was committed on Tuesday, September 
18, 1894.’’ 

it was 6 o’clock when Foreman Giles 
wrote down the verdict in Coroner Paden’s 
little blunk book, a brief, but telling climax 
to the most remarkable case recorded in 
the criminal annals of Fulton county. 

it wag 3 o’ciock before the jury got down 
to work yesterday afternoon, They assem- 
bled in the detectives’ room at the station 
house, where the investigation was made 
the evening before. 
What the Clothes of Crowley Showed, 

Before beginning the examination of wit- 
nesses the jurors rook a look at the clothes 


of Forrest L. Crowley which were worn by 
him the morning of his murder. 


In the forenoon Chief Wright and Mr. 
Seaborn Crowley made a trip to the scene 
of the killing. ‘The shoes of both men were 
taken out to be fitted to the tracks, so that 
several jurors who were present could be 
satisiied as to that part of the evidence. 
T..en a startling and unexpected discovery 
Was made. ‘ 

While walking through the weeds, about 
twenty yards from the spot where the body 
of the dead may was found the chief was 
surprised te find a small pool of clotted 
blood. It had dried there on the ground, 
and in places the green sedge was dyed 
a deep red, 

“I believe that here is the place where he 
was shot down,” he said, calling the rest 
of the partv to him. “Look at those blood 
stains there and see how the grass is mash- 
ed down. It is strange that -this place was 
never noticed before.’’ 

“Then he must have dragged Forrest to 
wheie we found him,” suggested Mr. Crow- 
ley. 

“It would be well to examine the clothes 
be wore when we get in town,” replied the 
chief. 

These were the clothes which were 
brought before the coroner’s jury yester- 
day afternoon. The back of the coat was 
muddy and the dirt was smeared in such a 
way as to show beyond doubt that the mur- 
dered man oad been dragged some jistance 
by the right arm. The jurors were of the 
opinion that the man that did the murder 
attempted to drag Crawley to the lake, but 
for some reason dropped him suddenly and 
drove off. 

Only three witnesses were before the 
coroner yesterday. They were summoned 
mainly for the purpose of identifying My- 
ere as the man whom they had seen the day 
of his departure for Cincinnati 

Mr. T. C. Wentzler, a clerk in the jewel- 
ry store of Kaiser’s, on Decatur street, said 
that Myers came into the store the morning 
of fhe murder with a watch which he said 
that he wanted to pawn for $5. He gave 

m the money and made out a ticket. The 
name given by Myers was C. D. Morlein, 
Jr. Wentzler thought that he could identify 
him if he could see him again. : 

Rienry Duncan, the clerk at Folsom’s. 
gave am account of the entrance of Myers 
into the hotel anu his hasty departure. My- 
ers registered as S, D. Miretn. He told 
also of the finding of the pocket book and

young man. 

John Oliver, the porter at Folsom’s, told 

of seeing Myers on the day of the killing. 
The Jury Goes to Myers. 

In order to properly identify Myers and 
clinch the evidence it was necessary that 
the witnesses should see the man who was 
charged with the killing. The order of the 
coroner for the prisoner t~ appear before 
the jury had been refused by Judge Lump. 
kin. -lie had ruled that Myers could not be 
transferred from the jail, but thaf if the

“That will do,’’ said the coroner. Myers 
turned quickly on his heel and made his 
way back to the cell. ; 

The jury went back at once to the station 
house, where, after the examination of wit- 
nesses relative to tne identification of My- 
ers, the verdict was Made up. 

Before the jury adjourned Mr. Seaborn 
Crowley. who was there, arose and said 
that he wished to thank the jury for their 
patient and searching investigation of the 
case. They had left nothing undone. He 
appreciated it and his family appreciated it. 
He wished also to thank the officers who 
had worked so arduously, and especially 
to Chief Connolly, Chief Wright and Detec- 
tive Cason did he offer his heartfelt thank 
for their sympathy and relent.ess atten- 
tion to the case. 

After this the jury dispersed.

The Myers Case Will Be Carrie® Be- 


fore the Grand Jury Today. 

Will Myers will probably be indicted to- 
day by the grand jury for thé murder of 
Forrest L. Crowley. 

The grand jury has been in session since 
Monday and as soon as Coroner Paden an- 
nounced that his investigations were at an 
end, Assistant Solicitor Moneghan began 
to prepare for a presentment before the 
grand jury. He at once arranged a list of 
names to be summoned as witnesses, and 
these have all been served with subpoenas 
to appear before the grand jury today.

MYERS KEPT IN JAIL. 


Coroner Paden’s Application Refused by 
Judge Lumpkin. 


AN ORDER WAS SIGNED, HOWEVER 


It Permitted Coroner, Jury and Witnesses 
to See the Prisoner—What Took 
Pleee in the Courtroom. 


‘The attorneys of Will Myers made a de- 
termined fight before Judge Lumpkin yes- 
terday to prevent the coroner from taking 
him out of jail and carrying him before 
the corouer’s jury. The result was that 
Judge Lumpkin signed an order by which 
the coroner’s fury and the three identifying 
witnesses were permitted to go to the jail 
and there carry out what Coroner Paden 
stated his objects were. 

The hearing of this issue was set for 
yesterday ofternoon at 2 o’clock in the 
chambers of the superior court. 

When an effort was made upon Monday 
afternoon by Coroner Paden to enforce the 
presence of Myers before the coroner's 
jury, so that three witnesses might identify 
him and that he might make any state- 
ment he wished to, Sheriff Barnes gave his 
refusal and directed the coroner to Judg 
Lumpkin. Judge Lumpkin was informed 
through the sheriff's office of the coroner’s 
wishes and -stated that when the matter 
came before him in the proper form he 
would then pass upon it. 

Yesterday morning at 10 o’clock Coroner 
Paden was ready with his formal application 
for Will Myers, but Judge Lumpkin was 
not ready for a hearing, and set it for the 
afternoon at 2 o’clock. At this hour Coroner 
Paden, who was assisted by Solicitor Hill— 
Attorney Moyers and Mr. Eugene Mitch- 
ell, representing Myers, and a representa- 
tive from the sheriff's office were present. 

Formal application was made for permis 
sion to have Myers taken before the coro- 
ner’s jury, and Judge Lumpkin stated that 
before._passing upon it he would hear from 
all the parties concerned. 

‘‘Your honor,’ said Coroner Paden, “we 
simply want Myers to appear before the 
coroner’s jury in order that he may be 
identified by three witnesses and make any 
statement he cares to make. He may want 
to tell something about Brown Allen.”’ 

Mr. Moyers Gives His Views. 

Mr. W. T. Moyers, leading counsel for the 
defense, was upon his feet the moment the 
coroner ceased speaking. 

“I do not believe, with your honor’s per- 
mission,’’ said Mr Moyers, ‘“‘that it is nec- 
essary that Myers should be taken from 
jail. It is not necessary. It will not serve 
the ends of justice inmy more than if the 
three identifying witnesses were to go to the

Solicitor Hill then arose to make a sug- 
gestion. : 

Why not let the jury, your honor, go to 
the jail with the witnesses and have Mye 
ers brought out?’ 

“All to satisfy the curiosity of jurors,“ 
remarked Mr. Moyers. 

Everybody Finally Agreed. 

After more discussion on this same line 
an order was drawn by Mr. Moyers which 
provided that the coroner, his jury and the 
three witnesses should be permitted to go 
to the jail and have Myers bapught be- 
foie them. It was also provided that My- 
ers’s attorneys, W. T. Moyers, Eugene 
Mitchell and Virgil Jones, should be pres- 
ent. 
After the order was prepared Solicitor Hill 
thought that the provision stating that no 
questions were to be asked Myers should be 
withdrawn. He finally withdrew ail objec- 
tion, and Judge Lumpkin signed the or- 
der.

With $60,000,000 surplus reserve in the New 
Yerk clearing house banks, those institu- 
tions report ‘the largest loans ever out- 
standing at any one time and deposits with- 
in $1,600,000 of the largest. The figures sug- 
gest both easy money and active business. 

But the latter condition is rather theoret- 
ical than otherwise. There has been some 
imprevement, but with that $60,000,000 sur- 
plus and the deposits $90,000,000 in excess of 
the loans, it is apparent that business has 
a long road to travel before it reaches the 
prosperous stage. 

The compilation made by The Financial 
Chronicle of gross and net earnings of the 
railroads for the month and seven months 
ended July 3ist, is of very great interest at 
this time. The earnings of 125 roads in July 
show the gross earnings to be for 1894, $42,- 
863,278, against $51,324,344 last year, a de- 
crease of $8,460,517. Net earnings for the 
eame time $12,357,509, against $14,921,055 last 
year. The gross earnings show a decrease 
of 16.48 per cent, and the net carnings of 
17.18 per cent. This is really a much better 
showing than was anticipated, for the rea- 
s0n that the strikes in the first half of the 
mcnth nearly paralyzed business. 

For the seven months of the year the 
losses suffered by the railroads have been 
very large, as the following statement for 
i121 roads will show; Gross earnings 1894, 
$297,548,940 against $357,697,093 last year: de- 
crease, $60,148,153. Net earnings, 1894, $82,- 
161,351, against $101,808,997 last year; decrease 
$19,646, 646. 

A loss of more than $60,000,000 in gross 
earnings and of nearly $20,000,000 in net earn- 
ings in seven months is a: record which 
probably never before was equaled in the 
history of the railroads. We doubt if it 
will be equaled again in a lifetime. © 

The gross earnings of the Chicago and 
Northwestern railroad for the month of Au- 
gust make a showing very different from 
wrat the. gossip of Wall street about the 
railroad situation would lead one to expect. 

The gross earnings were $2,750,657, an in- 
crease of $147.861 over last year, and of $542,- 
000 over July of this year. It is very grati- 
fying ‘to find a road that has lost some 
$2.600,000 in the first seven months of the 
year starting right in with gains in the first 
— in which an improvement was look- 
ed for.

There is something new under the sun, 
and its the Prohibition Club’s plan of cam- 
paign for the city election next week. . 

Unique and novel beyond anything that 
city politics, varied as it is, has ever 
presented, the plan is not without its good 
points. The prohibitionists are proud of it. 
They believe that it will shape the result of 
the election. In this they find people who 
take issue with them, but opposition does 
not rob them of their confidence. 

The club has been keeping the candidates 
gucssing. It has not been declaring its. in- 
tentions on the street corners, although 
strongly pressed to make public what they 
are doing and will do. When’ approached 
they look wise and refuse to be interviewed. 
It has been trying to the nerves and pa- 
tience of the politicians. 

“What's that club going to do, anyhow?” 
has been the question. “It kicked up a big 
fuss about endorsing a ticket composed of 
men aready in the field, and made big 
boasts of holding the balance of power, and 
mow all at once it sinks out of sight. Have 
they given it up?’ 

To all of these inquiries the prohibitionists 
have lately given no satisfactory answers. 
They have remained silent and looked in- 
finitely pleased with themselves. The near 
approach of the election has increased the 
anxiety of the candidates in this regard 
and this morning The Constitution put 
their minds at rest concerning the part the 
prohibitionists will play in the campaign. 

Will Name a Ticket. 

A committee of one from each ward has 
been named by the club and charged with 
the responsible duty of selecting a ticket 
from the candidates already in the field. 
The committee will make its selection, and 
by its action every member of the club will 
be bound. The ticket will not be submitted 
to the club for ratification unless at the 
last moment President Shropshire decides 
that it is best to do so. This is altogether 
improbable, however, as the club has every 
confidence in its committee. 

The committee has been at work for sev- 
eral days and has held several consulta. 
tions. It is composed of the following rep- 
resentative prohibitionists: 

First Ward—W. H. Brothertan. 

Second Ward—J. J. Jones. 

Third Ward—A. J. Shropshire. 

Fourth Ward—W. A. Beavers. 

Fifth Ward—W. A. Starnes. 

Sixth Ward—Mr. Frank Warren. 
Beventh Ward—J. A. Caldwell. 

This committee is industriously figuring 
on the election. They are giving it more 
study and will hold a meeting shortly. It 
may be Monday night before the meeting 
is held, but when the committee takes ac- 
tion at all it will be final. 

The committee if it meets Monday night 
will have some great hustling to do. The 
plan is to endorse a certain ticket, have 
the ticket printed and mail to each mem- 
ber of the club a half dozen of the tickets 
with instructions. 

“Tt’s lots of work,” said an officer of 
the club yesterday, “‘but we are prepared for 
it. We have a number of men to do the 
mailing and correspondence, and then the 
members of the club understand the idea 
we are working on. They will vote together 
with wonderful unanimity. We have nearly 
fifteen hundred voters and we calculate 
that each of that number can influence one 
vote at the very least.

“Every member of our club has signed 
a prin.ed pledge to vote the ticket that the 
committee will name; and they will stand 
by their pledges manfully.

‘MR. LAWRENCE IS VINDICATED. 


It Is Clearly Established That He Is 
Wholly Innocent. 

Conway Lawrence, formerly with the Sea- 
board Air-Line, but now holding a respon- 
sible position in Vicksburg, Miss., exoner- 
ated from all and every suspicion of implica- 
tion in the defalcation which has been 
placed to Ed Hooks by the grand jury, left 


yesterday afternoon for his present home. 

His innocence has been established beyond 
peradventure, and he goes back to his adopt- 
ed home from any stain of having misappro- 
priated funds. 

It was with surprise—a surprise’ that 
amounted to a shock—that the words of 
Justice Bloodworth were heard by Law- 
rence’s friends. In binding Hooks over for 
the embezzlement, Justice Bloodworth said 
clearly gand unequtvochily that Conway 
Lawrence was in collusion with Hooks and 
shouid have been arrested; this was, howev- 
er, before the full. and complete evidence 
had been brought out. 

As soon as Lawrence learned of this ju- 
dicial statement, he told his relatives in 
Vicksburg and his friends that he intended 
to come back and face every accusation and 
answer every statement that implicated 
him in such illegal transactions, When he 
reached Atlanta his friends were not: sur- 
prised, for they knew just what manner of 
man he was and had—maeany of them at 
least—remarked that Lawrence would come 
to Atlanta as soon as he heard of the ru- 
mors connecting his name and of the state- 
ment made by the justice. 

For nearly two weeks Lawrence has been 
in Atlanta and during that time has been 
with his friends. His actions hav~> been of 
that quiet nature which characterizes him 
in all things. All efforts by the press to se- 
cure any statement whatever from him fail- 
ed, and he simply stated that he had noth- 
ing to say. He was assured by Mr. Hoyle 
that his guilt was not thought of, and 
that no one believed that he had a hand 
in the shortage. This was sustained by the 
grand jury when, with all the evidence in 
its possession, it indicted only Hooks. 

Satisfied with his vindication at the hands 
of the itaw, Lawrence returned to Vicxks- 
bury yesterday afternoon. He was seen by 
a Constitution reporter just before the Geor- 
gia Pacific train drew out, but be still re- 
fused to make any statement for publication. 
He stated that he had come to Atlanta for 
the purpose ot aiding in a full and free 
investigation and of awaiting the grand 
jury’s action. 

Upon his return to Vicksburg he will re- 
sume the position which he had held only a 
short while before the Hooks matter de- 
veloped.
